Rescrvatio3i o? PuTblic Lands 

Tho subject of reserving enormous tracts 
of tho public domain has been froiiuont- 
ly treated ia tlieso oolumns during tho 
past few months, and tho injurious con- 
seqnencos to the country of closing 
against dosirabla aettlers many thousnuas 
of acres of land ominontly adujitod for 
sustaining population lias boon from tiino 
to timo pointed out. Tho circumstance 
of no fovor than eight noticea of motion 
bearing upon tho subject liavinp; boon 
given on Hio first day of tho Revision of 
tho ProTiuoial Logislaturo alTuvdri protty 
couchioivo ovidouco that wo did not oxag- 
gorate tho griovanco or misread puldio 
. opinion in roforonoo thoreto; and we in:;y 
OOUgratuliUo the country upon tho pros- 
pect of a termination being put to a nys- 
tem fraught -with BO mucli injury to tho 
country, "Whethor thcso lands can now 
bo thrown open in time to ouahlo settlors 
to enter upon them before tho railway ro- 
servationa Bhall havo been defined roinaini? 
tn bo seen; but -n-o eonfcRH fboro will he 
littlo opportunity of undoing tho mis- 
chief. I'lioi winter is not tho most favor- 
able season in which to enter upon lands; 
and early spring will not unlikely sea tho 
groat rnilivny bolt pass beyond the roach 
of prfi-ompti'on. AVo haro excellent au- 
thority for stating that, had it not boon for 
the dosing up of tliPRa lands rosorvi^d 
under a variety of pretexts, quite largo 
and thriving settlements would havo 
sprung up where wild beasts now roam. 
Eight noticas of motions pointing in the 
direction of investigation and romedy 
havo bson placed upon tho ])ro,u:ianniie : 
and, should the returns asked for bo 
fortlicoining with that dispatch whieh 
the importance and urgent nature of the 
case ontitlos one to expect, tlin public 
shall not have long to wait. What will 
be tho reward of waiting is quite anotlu'r 
question. Doubtless more or loss plau- 
Biblo escusos will bo framed on the iiart 
of tho Crovornmcnt for evory rnserva they 
havo made, as well as for those they li:ivo 
refrained from unmaking; but no cicuso 
they may have to ofTer is likoly to eati^fy 
a public painfully alivo to the ovil conse- 
quences accruing to the country; for, as 
it has been well said, — 

•'Princei and lorda mty fluurish, or may fado, 
A lircath can make thcin, aa » breath liai made; 
But* bold poasautry, their «ountry'i iniili*. 
When onc8 dcalroy'd, can nerfr be iap;i!iad." 

However far short of undoing jiast mis- 
ch'ef any action now taken shall fall, it 
may woU bo t.iken for granted that a 
thorough sweeping away of old obstrvc- 
tivo systems and illiberal notions in re- 
spect to the method of treating tho puldic 
lands will bo the result. But, in thia, .is 
in other instances, it will bo to tho Oppo.=;i- 
tion, not tho Government, that the coun- 
try shall stand indebted for a truly liber- 
al and efficient land system. 

ILesponsiblo Government. 

"I congratulate yon on tho f.ict th.at.far 
from the prognostications of the failure of 
Eesponsible Government in thisProvince, 
which ivero indulged in at the time of tlie 
Union, having lioon verified, the adminis- 
tration of public affairs h.as been in the 
main satisfactory to the public in gen- 
eral." 

Such was the language put inte tho 
Governor's mouth by his responsible 
Ministers. Let us look for a moment at 
tho political record of tho Ministers from 
whom these words emanated. Two of 
them happened to be mombors of a former 
Legislature when tho battle for lie.^pon'?!- 
blo Gos-ernincr.t was fought and won, auil 
a reforonca to tho Gorcrnnviil Ga'cllc k\r- 
/raordiwary will reveal tho fact tlmt their 
voices and hands were rai.'seil ag.iinnt that 
form of aduiiuistration. I'lio venerable 
President of tlio Esocutivo Council was 
esiiecially i)ronouncod ag^rdnst Jtosponsi- 
blo Government on that occu'iion, pre- 
dicting all sorts of bad con^eqiioiice", from 
its introduction into this Province. 
Ncitlicr of the other two Mmistcrr, were 
in active political life at that period; l)ut 
it is n(5 secret that, botli tlisn and since, 
they held oi)inions Iior>tile to tho sys- 
tem. Indeed there war<. jiorhap^, no man 
in the country wlio b' Id stronger vicirs 
upon tho fiuhjcct than lio wlio now ocnn- 
pies tho po-^ilion of Premier. Tlic^e tliiiigB 
beinj no,, it does, indeed, flpeni fdi-ango 
thattiio lending prognosticators nf tho 
failnrn of llespon'ihle ( lo vornment filionld 
now put such words into tho moutii of 
the Governor. One might have sujjposed 
that a sense of delicacy would 
have led them to avoid such an expres- 
sion. Put when they .idd that "tlie nd- 
miniHtration of ]uild:c nlTiiirs lias been in 
tho main satisfactory to tho pcrqih^ in 
general," they touch on ground open to 
dobato, and venture an assertion v>-hich 
tboro is ovory reasoi. to beliovo fully Uvo 
thirds of tho peonlo's representatives are 
]ire]iare(l to deny. The assertion in, un- 
der all tho circumstances, n bold one, ami 
may fairly bo regarded in t ho iii;ht of a 
chriUcngo tlirnwn ilown tri the ( )n|)(isi tioii 
at tlio poi-tals of tlie Bcr^sion. Uiii to be 
presumed irisuowill bo joinoil on tliat 
chiunoin the reply which echoes and un- 
dorsoa the paragraph at the head of this 
article; for it is clear that to vote for it 
would virtually be to endorse tho admin- 
istration in tho fullest and most unequivo-

Swamping a House of Peers. 

His quarrel with Franco having ended 
to hia satisfaction, Prince Bismarck has 
taken up tho cudgels against tho Prussian 
aristocracy. Ho is of opinion that tho 
old, semi-feudal system of Prussian Gov- 
ernment and society ought to como to an 
er.d, and vdth that view ho has declared 
war on tho Upper Chamber. Tho Boform 
bill which will deprive that body of its 
most valued powers and privilegoB was in- 
troduced into tho Lower IIouro a week 
ago, and the determined attitude of tho 
Prince forced a majority to give it rthict- 
unt support. Its introduction in the 
Upper Chamber was tho signal for u 
storm of diasaticfaetion among tho 
Prussian noliility. Tho friends of tho 
bill d(>('larod that tho nobles opposed it 
through selllshnosn, while ilioy in turn 
maintained that in opposing it they were 
Imt guarding the sacred righ'.a of tho 
State. After the moststornuous exertions 
for and agaiast the measure, a division 
was called for, and it was lost by one 
hundred and fcjriy-livo to eighteen. Seven- 
teen of tho eighteen mombers avIio favour- 
cd tho bill woro Crown nominees, so that 
virtually tho whole body of indepondant 
Prussian peers defied Bismarck and his 
Bclieme. Tho Prince publicly announced 
that he was not accustomed to fail in his 
undertakings, and ho has sinco declared 
his intention of jiacking tho Upjior Cham- 
l)er with a suflioicnt number of newly 
created nobles to defeat the majority, and 
carry the bill. In 1780, all England was 
in a blaze because the King ventured to 
intimidate two poors into supporting a 
meaDiiro on whieli ho had net his heart, 
and to create oloTon lords t o swamp an 
advcrao majority of nine; but here Bi ■- 
marck boldly comes forward to ovorpower 
the entire Ilouce. To destroy the votes 
of 127 peers at one blow, is an act lit'Jo 
short of the abolition of tho Upper Cham- 
ber altogether; and as the Prince is up- 
held in thoLowsrPIouioby a considerabls 
mnjority, a tho'-oiigh reorganization of 
tho German Constitution seems inevit- 
able.
